“ Those who dwell there have named it the Eden 
of Louisiana.” 

This description is only tenth ful of the surface of 
the country ; the people, comprising every nation¬ 
ality under the sun, present in some portions the 
most abject poverty and benighted ignorance, 
while New Orleans, the Crescent City and Me¬ 
tropolis of the Sooth, has from its location no 
real claim to existence, and the speaker was com- 
l>clled to say had little claim to civilization. 

Here all languages and idioms were spoken, from 
the pure Paviinan to the low French of the Acadi- 
ans and Gascon, Spanish, German, English, and 
all other tongues. This mixed population con¬ 
sisted in numbers of 708,000 inhabitants, of whom 
347,000 were whites, 18,000 free colored, 331,000 
slaves, and only 16,000 slaveholders. The last 
number constituted the ruling class, the aristo¬ 
cracy, and arrogated to themselves the right of 
ru ling the remaining 692,000 inhabitants. 

Religion, sooiety, politics, all were controlled by 
this wealthy minority, under the truly revolting 
and horrible system of slave labor. Many of the 
relies of that institution, discovered by officers ui 
dcr the command of the intrepid Butler, show _ 
cruelty and barbarism unequalled by anything ex¬ 
cept the ancient Inquisition, from which it was 
borrowed. Labor was thus degraded, and the 
“ poor whites ” reduced to a condition worse than 
the actual slave. 

The real and personal estate of the inhabitants 
amounted to 8602,118,000, yet there were only 334 
k 6 ? °* ra M°ad8, an| 4 tour miles of canals. The 
whole amount of capital invested in manufactories 
was S47,000,000 ; while Massachusetts, not larger

When the Reconstruction acts were first passed 
there was a great trembling in the South, and a 
portion of the people became very penitent and 
proposed to mend their ways, but Andrew John¬ 
son’s disloyalty and bold opposition to those acts 
reassured the rebellions and they are now more im¬ 
penitent than they were even when they had Jeff.

The first objection raised by the Secessionists to 
the Reconstruction acts was that- they disfran¬ 
chised their leaders in the rebellion, but when they 
found that they could not immediately secure the 
colored vote, they took up the cry of “ white 
man’s party,” and have gone to work to disfran¬ 
chise all the freedmen and poor whites, and there 
is nothing on earth that would now satisfy the reb¬ 
els but to let them have the negroes and all the 
poor whites to rale over and do their bidding. 
Whilst we heartily desire to see slavery’s chains, in 
every form, forever broken and sundered apart, and 
every human being standing before his Makef 
with all the rights and privileges of using then- 
own bodies for honestly securing the necessaries of 
life, and for the improvement of their intellects, 
■we can but hope and believe that all the efforts 
of the rebels to thwart this end will prove unavail¬ 
ing and be covered, as in the past struggle, with 
nothing but shame, disaster and defeat. 

The rebels profess to fear being placed under 
negro rale. We regard this talk as all stuff. They 
only fear the negroes will never again come into 
slavery under their role. There is no way that 
they can ever come under their role, except by 
their own voluntary act, and by continued opposi¬ 
tion and rebellion against the laws of tbe land. 
No colored man desires it and no white man, 
North or South, wishes to place even the rebels un¬ 
der the rule of the negroes. All the colored man 
wants is that his freedom shall be secured and that 
he shall have an equal chance before the laws of 
the nation, and if the conservative could yield this 
point and not continue to try and bring the col¬ 
ored man under white slavish rule, the. matter 
would be all settled. We feel confident that the 
old slave masters of the South could in a very 
short time secure almost the unanimous vote of tho 
colored people, if they would yield to them the 
privilege of voting, and promise to employ them 
and furnish them homes, and to arrange for then- 
education and elevation, as we feel sure it would 
be nothtegmoro than, rig^t and prop eriprJfclie 1n_tn, 
do; We are assured tliakit is with pain and many 
regrets that the colored man finds himself called 
upon to vote against those with whom they have 
been raised and to whom they would delight to 
look for favor. Is there no way for the old slave¬ 
owners to change their ways, and learn to render 
to even the humblest, equal rights under a Repub¬ 
lican government. God makes the sun to shine 
equally bright on tbe colored man ; He makes the 
water to flow as plentifully for him, the world to 
look' with equal beauty and to produce food in 
abundance for all, while 'it is acknowledged by all 
Christians that Jesus died to save all who belie-" 
on him in some bright heaven, then why cannot 
imitate God’s dealings with us in our government 
of the land he has so kindly given us, and let all 
be equally interested in making and obeying its 
laws.

The Senate’s action in the case of Secretary Stan¬ 
ton ; the more stringent legislation proposed in aid 
of Reeonstiuction ; and the passage, by the House, 
of- the Supreme Court bill, has awakened again a 
general and lively interest in public Affairs. The 
Impeachment question is agate referred to, and is 
not unlikely to assume an importance unlooked for 
of late. As an index of the present tone of opinion 
among their respective constituents, we present 
herewith the comments of the leading daily jour¬ 
nals of this city.

THE SITUATION 

th.e. ’Tf ibune says : 

The next card may be Impeachment. Mr. John¬ 
son might as well understand this before he forces 
upon Congress the necessity. We trust -wisdom 
will prevail. But if the President makes hipiself 
an “ impediment,” he must be swept away. This 
is the Logic of the Horn-. An issue has been forced 
upon the President which he must answer. If he 
admits the right of Congress to restore Mr. Stan¬ 
ton, then he admits everything. If he denies it, he 
places himself in antagonism to the law, and is 
guilty of a misdemeanor.. 

The whole difficulty began in the Spring. When 
the Reconstruction bill was pending, the President 
fought it. His friends in Congress made a strenuous 
opposition. He vetoed it. But Congress pre vailed, 
and the President’s friends announced that while 
he opposed the law, and had resisted its passage, 
it was law, and he would exeoute it in letter and in 
spirit. Some of our friends did not believe him, 
and wished Congress not to adjourn. An adjourn¬ 
ment was effected, however, and, although a day of- 
meeting was arranged in the Summer, it was 
■ti wmg bt that-nqne would be held. Tfie President 
seemed to-be under good, influences. He appoin ted 
Sheridan, and Sickles, and Pope. He was gradu¬ 
ally returning to sympathy with the country. He 
was regarded as an obstinate, resolute man doing 
a duty that was unpleasant, and the country hon¬ 
ored him. Congress went home, and it seemed as 
if it were to have a Summer of rest. 

An evil influence seemed gradually to spread over 
Washington. We heard hints, and mutterings, and 
dark suggestions. The President was beginning 
to doubt. Mr. Stanbery was put to his law books 
to see if a flaw could be found in the Reconstruc¬ 
tion act. Mr. Black (who seems to be the Mephis- 
topheles of this Administration, as well as of that 
ref Mr. Buchanan), and Mr. Blair, and a crowd of 
adventurers were swarming around his Excellency 
and urging him to “vigor.” He was admonished 
to “beware of the nigger.” Finally, the law was 
found to be no law, and instead of generals com¬ 
manding, the commanders of the South were mere¬ 
ly policemen obeying. Congress hastened together, 
and the law was made more stringent. Surely 
there could be no mistake now, and the President 
would do his duty. Stanbery’s police idea was one 
breach of faith. Congress had scarcely adjourned

UNDOING- EMANCIPA TION. 

From the American Baptist. 

The settled purpose of the unreconstructed 
white South, to defeat and nullify the emaneipa- 
Ition proclamation and the constitutional guarantee 
of universal freedom, is no longer concealed. I 
Everywhere the desperate hostility to the admission 
of coloren men to citizenship and the suffrage, the 
! only means by which their liberties can be pi^H 
served, shows that the aristocratic whites will, I 
they threatened at the beginning of the war, sooner 
make their streams and rivers run red with negroes’ I 
blood, than consent to live with them on terms of 
equality. Our government are aiding them ' 
straetteg the reconstruction of the States o 
basis of universal suflrage. Johnson and Seward, 
the great compromisers, have fixed upon coloniza¬ 
tion as the only scheme to prevent freedmen from 
gaining the ascendency in States where their votes 
are most numerous. The public, are blinded with 
Walrussia and St. Thomas, while Samana and Cuba 
are the real objects at which Seward is aiming. 
He thinks by humoring and stimulating the na¬ 
tional desire for expansion, he can draw along 
Cuba and Haiti as the natural sequence of the 
small purchases already made, without arousing the 
suspicion of the anti-colonizationists. Bat let not 
the friends of freedom be deceived. It is only 
colonizing grounds that Cuba and Samana are 
wanted. Africa is too far off. The experiment 
has been thoroughly tried, and every new shipload 
of emigrants send back murmurs of disappoint- 
meat. But Cuba and Haiti are at our doors, and 
when they have once become part of our territory, 
government can move the colored people from one 
settlement to another, just as they do the Indians. 
A Southern religionist, writing for the New York 
Church Union, speaks the general sentiment of his 
brethren when he says: 

“ It will he ruinous to embody the race into oar eorp° r f ■ , 
tion and society. We wish them well, but we cannot fight | 
aginst God, by controverting his will. Ail must bow to 
the decrees of Omnipotence, and manage life and govern¬ 
ment so as to deter corruption and destruction. Each 
and nation, on their own continent, can do well with- 

_tkhe other, and future experience will attest capacity 

and excellence in each by itself, without the confusion and 
confoundings incident to a senseless conglomeration.’’ 

It is this universal demand for expatriation to 
Africa that Secretary Seward hopes to pacify by 
providing regions nearer home. Meantime the 
tyrannous work of re-enslaving and killing off the 
freedmen, making their condition intolerable, and 
preparing them to go anywhere, rather than suffer 
what they do suffer, is being pushed forward with 
vigor. A highly-respected and influential brother, 
writing to ns from Evansville, Indiana, where he 
has opportunity of witnessing the workings of the 
system as it is carried on in Kentucky, gives us 
some astounding facts. He is frequently applied 
to by colored parents living in Indiana to recover 
their children still held in bondage on the other 
side of the river. He says

“ Let this man be impeached,” said a large 
ber of our friends.

The 
President felt that his duty was to submit bis ac¬ 
tion to the Senate. The Senate overruled him.

The President proclaims to the world that he has 
been cheated, swindled, deceived, his confidence 
abused. 'He did not intend that Mr. Stanton 
should come back, the Senate concurring 
concurring. “ President Johnson,” murmurs 
official organ, “ was greatly surprised at the

AN EXTRAORDINARY INVENTION—A 
STEAM MAN. 


The following story of a remarkable mechanical 
invention is told by the Newark (N. J.) Advertiser : 

“Mr. z&dock Deddrick, a Newark macMMst, 
has invented a man ; one that, moved by steam, 
will perform some of the most important functions 
of humanity ; that will, standing upright, walk or 
run, as he is bid, in any direction and at almost 
any rate of speed, drawing after him a load whose 
weight would tax the strength of three stout 
draught horses. The Mstory of this curious in¬ 
vention is as follows : Six years ago Mr. Deddrick, 
the inventor, who is at present but twenty-two 
years of age, conceived the novel idea of construct¬ 
ing a man that should receive its vitality from a 
perpetual motion machine. The idea was based on 
the well known principle that if a heavy weight be 
placed on the top of an upright slightly inclined 
from a vertical, gravitation will tend to pro¬ 
duce a horizontal as well as a vertical motion. 
The project was not successful. However,. by 
observing carefully the caus? of the failure 
preserving and perfecting the man-form, and by 
substituting steam in the place of the perpetual 
motion machine the present success was attained. 

“ The man stands seven feet and nine incheshigh, 
the other dimensions of the body being correctly 
proportioned, making him a second Daniel Lam¬ 
bert, by wMch name he is facetiously spoken of 
among the workmen. He weighs five hundred 
pounds. Steam is generated in the body or trunk 
wMch is nothing but a tliree-horse power engine, 
like those used in our steam fire engines. The 
legs which support it are complicated and wonder¬ 
ful. The steps are taken very naturally and quite 
easily. As the body is thrown forward upon the 
advanced foot the other is lifted from the ground 
by a spring and thrown forward by the steam. 
Each step or pace advances the body two feet and 
every revolution of the engine produces four paces. 
As the engine is capable of maMng more than a 
thousand revolutions a minute it would get over 
the ground, on tMs calculation, at the rate of a lit¬ 
tle more than a mile a minute. As this would be 
working the legs faster than would be safe on un- 
even.ground or on Broad street cobble stones, it 
is proposed to run the engine at the rate of five 
hundred revolutions per minute, which would 
walk the man at the modest speed of a half a mile 
a minute. 

“ The fellow is attached to a common Rockaway 
carriage, the shafts of which serve to support him 
in a vertical position. These shafts are two bars of 
iron, fastened in the usual" manner to the front of 
the carriage, and are curved so as to be joined to a 
circular sustaining bar, wliicli passes around the 
waist like a girth, and in wMch the man moves so 
as to face in any direction. Besides these motions, 
macMnery has been arranged by which the figure 
can be thrown backward or forward, from a vertical 
nearly forty-five degrees. TMs is done in order to 
enable it to ascend or descend all grades. To the 
soles of the feet spikes or corks are fixed, which ef¬ 
fectually prevent slipping. The whole affair is so 
firmly sustained by the shafts, and has so excellent 
a foothold, that two men are unable to push it over, 
or in any way throw it down. In order to enable 
it to stop quickly, it is provided with two appli¬ 
ances, one of wMcli will, as before stated, throw it 
backward from the vertical, wMle the other bends 
the knees in a direction opposite to the natural po-

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“ An upright post, which is arranged in front of 
the dash-board, and witMn easy reach of the front 
seats, sustains two miniature pilot-wheels, by the 
turning cf wMch these various motions and evolu¬ 
tions are directed.
